IV.  LICENCE  FEES 

5.  (1)  The  following  fees  shall  be  payable  in  respect  of  the  issue  and  renewal  of  each  licence 
other  than  a  public -house  licence: — 

(а)  Where  the  establishment  is  a  hotel,  dining-lounge,  resort,  steamship,  or  railway-car,  an 
amount  equal  to  2  per  cent  of  the  gross  value  of  liquor  purchased,  with  a  minimum  fee 
of  $150: 

(б)  Where  the  establishment  is  a  club  or  a  restaurant  holding  a  dining-room  licence: — 

(i)  An  amount  equal  to  2  per  cent  of  the  gross  value  of  liquor  other  than  malt 
liquor  purchased,  with  a  minimum  fee  of  $100;  and 

(ii)  An  amount  equal  to  2  cents  per  gallon  of  draught  malt  liquor  purchased: 

(e)  Where  the  establishment  is  a  military  mess,  no  licence  fee  shall  be  payable. 

(2)  The  following  fees  shall  be  payable  in  respect  of  the  issue  and  renewal  of  each  public-house 
licence:  An  amount  equal  to  2  cents  per  gallon  of  draught  malt  liquor  purchased,  with  a  minimum 
fee  of  $75. 

(3)  The  fee  for  each  transfer  of  licence  shall  be  $25. 

(4)  Fees  which  are  prescribed  in  fixed  amounts  and  minimum  fees  shall  be  payable  upon  the 
making  of  the  application  for  a  licence  or  renewal. 

(5)  Fees  which  vary  according  to  the  amount  or  value  of  liquor  purchased  shall  be  payable 
monthly,  and  the  fees  payable  in  respect  of  purchases  made  each  month  shall  be  paid  not  later  than 
the  tenth  day  of  the  month  next  following. 

(6)  When  the  Board  cancels  a  licence  under  the  provisions  of  section  41  or  42,  or  when  a  licence 
ceases  to  exist  for  any  reason,  no  refund  of  fees  shall  be  payable  by  the  Board  in  respect  of  the  unex¬ 
pired  term  of  the  licence.

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V.  REGULATIONS  APPLICABLE  TO  ALL  ESTABLISHMENTS 

Premises 

6.  (1)  No  licence  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  unless  he  is  the  owner  of  the  premises  in 
respect  of  which  the  licence  is  applied  for  or  is  the  lessee  of  such  premises  under  a  lease  which  does 
not  expire  prior  to  December  31st  of  the  year  in  which  the  application  for  the  licence  is  made. 

(2)  No  licence  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  unless  the  premises  in  respect  of  which  the 
licence  is  proposed  to  be  granted  and  the  building  of  which  such  premises  form  a  part  are  so 
constructed  and  equipped  as  not  to  facilitate  any  violation  of  the  Act  or  the  regulations. 

(3)  No  structural  alteration  in  or  enlargement  of  any  licensed  premises  shall  be  made  without 
the  written  permission  of  the  Board;  but  when  altered  or  enlarged  with  such  permission,  the 
premises  as  altered  or  enlarged  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  licensed  premises. 

(4)  If,  after  the  making  of  the  application  for  a  licence  or  during  the  term  of  a  licence,  the 
building  in  which  the  licensed  premises  are  situate  or  any  furniture  or  fixtures  contained  in  the 
building  become  subject  to  any  lien,  mortgage,  or  encumbrance,  the  licensee  shall  forthwith  file 
with  the  Board  a  notice  stating  the  date  of  the  creation  or  making  of  the  lien,  mortgage,  or 
encumbrance,  and  the  name  of  the  holder  and  the  amount  thereof. 

(5)  Every  licensee  shall  keep  and  maintain  on  the  licensed  premises  a  plan  of  the  licensed 
premises  duly  approved  by  the  Board. 

(6)  Every  licensee  shall  install  and  maintain  in  his  licensed  premises  such  suitable  fixtures  and 
furniture  for  the  convenience  of  the  public  or  of  the  members,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  Board  from  time  to  time. 


Location  of  Licensed  Premises 

7.  No  licence  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  in  respect  of  premises  where  the  proposed  liquor 
salesroom  is  located  in  any  part  of  the  building  other  than  on  its  main  or  ground  floor  unless  under 
special  circumstances  approved  by  the  Board  after  inspection  of  the  premises. 

Storage  of  Liquor 

8.  Any  cellar  or  room  forming  part  of  licensed  premises  and  used  for  the  keeping  or  storing  of 
liquor  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  liquor  by  the  licensee  shall  be  below  the  liquor  salesroom  or 
adjacent  thereto,  and  no  person  shall  consume,  nor  shall  the  licensee  permit,  any  person  to  consume 
any  liquor  in  such  cellar  or  room. 

Lighting 

9.  Every  licensee  shall  provide  in  and  about  the  parts  of  a  licensed  premises  which  are  open  to 
and  used  by  the  public  sufficient  lighting  so  that  all  objects  are  plainly  visible  at  all  times,  and  all 
such  parts  of  the  premises  shall  be  illuminated  to  a  minimum  of  three  foot-candles  as  measured 
by  a  foot-candle  meter  at  a  plane  of  thirty  inches  above  the  floor-line. 

Floor-space 

10.  (1)  In  every  licensed  premises  there  shall  be  not  less  than  twelve  square  feet  of  floor-space 
for  each  chair,  stool,  or  seat  therein. 

(2)  No  more  persons  than  adequate  seating  accommodation  is  provided  for  shall  be  admitted 
to  any  licensed  premises. 

Purchase  of  Liquor 

11.  Every  licensee  shall  purchase  liquor  from  such  Vendor  as  the  Board  may  designate,  and 
shall  keep  and  maintain  a  register  of  all  liquor  so  purchased  and  received  by  him,  and  such  register 
shall  be  open  for  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times  to  any  Inspector  or  official  designated  by 
the  Board. 

Shipping-seals 

12.  (1  )  No  licensee  shall  have  or  keep  in,  on,  or  about  his  licensed  premises  any  keg  or  barrel 
containing  draught  malt  liquor  to  which  the  shipping-seal  prescribed  by  regulation  36  is  not  affixed. 

(2)  No  licensee  shall  remove  from  any  keg  or  barrel  of  draught  malt  liquor  any  shipping-seal 
which  has  been  affixed  to  it  pursuant  to  regulation  36. 

(3)  In  tapping  every  keg  or  barrel  of  draught  malt  liquor,  the  faucet  or  tapping  device 
through  which  the  malt  liquor  is  to  be  drawn  shall  be  inserted  through  the  shipping-seal  affixed  to 
the  keg  or  barrel  pursuant  to  regulation  36  in  such  a  manner  as  to  deface  the  shipping-seal,  or  if 
the  malt  liquor  is  to  be  drawn  through  the  spigot-hole  or  bung-hole  in  the  side  of  the  keg  or  barrel, 
a  faucet  shall  also  be  inserted  through  the  shipping-seal  so  affixed  at  the  head  of  the  keg  or  barrel, 
or  the  shipping-seal  shall  be  defaced  by  cutting  away  the  part  thereof  only  which  covers  the 
spigot-hole  or  tapping  bushing  at  the  top  or  head  of  the  keg  or  barrel. 
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Containers 

13.  All  liquor  served  in  licensed  premises  shall  be  dispensed  from  the  original  container  in  which 
the  liquor  is  purchased  from  the  Liquor  Control  Board. 

Days  of  Sale 

14  (1)  No  licensee  shall  permit  any  liquor  to  be  drunk,  consumed,  or  removed  in  or  upon  or 
from  his  licensed  premises: — 

(«)  On  any  Sunday,  Good  Friday,  or  Christmas  Day: 

(6)  During  the  time  the  poll  is  open  on  any  day  on  which  polling  takes  place  at  any 
Provincial  election  held  in  the  electoral  district  in  which  the  licensed  premises  are 
situate: 

(c)  During  the  time  the  poll  is  open  on  any  day  on  which  polling  takes  place  at  any 
municipal  election  held  in  the  municipality  in  which  the  licensed  premises  are  situate: 

(//)  During  such  times  and  days  as  are  prescribed  in  the  “  Elections  Act  ”  of  Canada: 

(e)  During  such  other  periods  or  on  such  other  days  as  the  Board  may  direct. 

(2)  This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  licensed  premises  in  military  messes. 

Hours  of  Sale 

15.  (1)  Liquor  may  be  sold  in  licensed  premises:  — 

(a)  Being  a  dining-lounge,  dining-room,  or  lounge,  not  operated  by  a  club,  during  the  hours 
from  10.30  a.m.  to  11.30  p.m.: 

(&)  Being  a  dining-room,  dining-lounge,  or  lounge  operated  by  a  club,  during  the  hours 
from  10.30  a.m.  to  12.30  a.m.,  subject  to  regulation  14: 

(c)  Being  a  public  house,  during  the  hours  from  10.30  a.m.  to  6.30  p.m.  and  from  7.30 
p.m.  to  1 1.30  p.m. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  a  dining-lounge  or  dining-room  licence  where  entertainment  or  facilities  for 
dancing  are  provided,  the  Board  may  alter,  subject  to  regulation  14,  the  hours  by  extending  the  hour 
of  11.30  p.m.  to  a  time  not  later  than  1  a.m.  on  the  following  day. 

(3)  All  licensed  premises  except  dining-rooms  and  dining-lounges  and  licensed  premises  operated 
by  a  club  shall  be  cleared  of  patrons  within  one-half  hour  after  the  sale  of  liquor  ceases  under  sub¬ 
regulations  (1)  and  (2). 

(4)  In  that  portion  of  the  Province  lying  to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn  between  the  City  of 
Revelstoke,  on  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  and  Kootenay  Landing  in  the 
District  of  West  Kootenay,  the  hours  set  out  in  subregulations  (1)  and  (2)  shall  be  determined 
by  what  is  commonly  known  as  “  Mountain  time,”  reckoned  as  seven  hours  behind  “  Greenwich 
time.” 

(5)  No  person  other  than  the  licensee,  or  the  wife  or  employee  of  the  licensee,  shall  remain  or 
be  permitted  to  be  in  any  licensed  public  house  or  lounge  during  the  hours  from  12  midnight  to 
10.30  a.m.  or  on  any  day  upon  which  liquor  may  not  be  consumed  upon  the  licensed  premises. 

(6)  This  regulation  does  not  apply  to  licensed  premises  in  military  messes. 

Drinks  Containing  Spirits 

16.  (1)  Each  drink  containing  spirits  served  in  licensed  premises  shall  contain  not  less  than 
one  fluid  ounce  of  spirits  as  supplied  by  the  Liquor  Control  Board. 

(2)  Any  non-alcoholic  liquid  which  is  added  to  liquor  in  the  preparation  of  a  drink  shall  be 
added  in  full  view  of  the  customers. 

Price-lists 

17.  (1)  Upon  every  licensed  premises  there  shall  be  lists  available  to  customers  or  signs 
prominently  displayed  indicating: — 

(a)  The  varieties  of  liquor  for  sale: 

( b )  The  prices  at  which  drinks  may  be  purchased; 

but  the  lists  and  signs  shall  be  published  and  displayed  only  in  the  licensed  premises. 

(2)  A  copy  of  every  list  and  sign  used  under  subregulation  (1)  shall  be  filed  with  the  Board 
before  being  used,  and  no  alteration  shall  be  made  in  a  list  or  sign  until  approval  thereof  in  writing 
has  been  obtained  from  the  Board. 

Advertising 

18.  (1)  No  advertisement,  sign,  circular,  letter,  poster,  or  handbill  referring  in  any  way  to 
liquor,  or  the  sale  thereof,  shall  be  displayed  in  or  on  any  licensed  premises,  but  the  licensee  shall  post 
and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous  position  in  the  salesroom  of  the  premises  his  licence  and  any 
transfer  of  the  licence. 

(2)  Signs  designating  licensed  premises  in  accordance  with  subsection  (2)  of  section  82  of  the 
Act  shall  be  in  letters  not  exceeding  two  inches  in  height. 
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Employees 

19.  (1)  No  female  other  than  a  licensee  shall  be  employed  in  any  service  or  act,  or  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  act,  in  any  way  in  connection  with  the  sale,  handling,  or  serving  of  malt  liquor  in,  on,  or 
about  any  public  house. 

(2)  No  female  shall  be  employed  in  any  service  or  act,  or  be  permitted  to  act,  in  any  way  in 
connection  with  the  sale,  handling,  or  serving  of  liquor  in,  on,  or  about  any  lounge. 

(3)  No  person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  be  employed  in  any  service  or  act,  or 
be  permitted  to  act,  in  any  way  in  connection  with  the  sale,  handling,  or  serving  of  liquor  in,  on,  or 
about  any  lounge  or  public  house. 

(4)  Every  licensee  shall  keep  and  maintain  on  the  licensed  premises  a  register  of  all  employees 
who  from  time  to  time  have  any  control  over  the  liquor  in  his  possession,  or  who  are  engaged  in 
serving  liquor,  and  shall  produce  the  same  for  inspection  from  time  to  time  on  the  request  of  any 
Inspector  or  police  officer. 

(5)  Every  licensee  shall  furnish  the  Board  with  a  complete  list  of  the  names  of  all  employees 
who  have  any  control  over  the  liquor  in  his  possession,  or  who  are  engaged  in  serving  liquor,  and 
when  and  so  often  as  any  change  occurs  in  the  names  of  such  employees,  the  licensee  shall  forthwith 
notify  the  Board. 

Consumption  of  Liquor  on  Licensed  Premises 

20.  (1)  No  licensee  shall  possess  or  allow  any  person  to  consume  any  liquor  other  than  that 
permitted  by  his  licence  in  or  on  the  licensed  premises. 

(2)  Subject  to  clause  ( b )  of  section  51  of  the  Act,  all  liquor  sold  upon  licensed  premises,  other 
than  premises  covered  by  a  public-house  licence,  shall  be  consumed  thereon,  and  the  licence-holder 
shall  not  permit  any  liquor  so  sold  to  be  taken  therefrom. 

(3)  Subject  to  clause  (a)  of  section  51  of  the  Act,  no  liquor,  other  than  that  sold  by  the 
licence-holder  under  the  authority  of  the  licence,  shall  be  brought  upon  the  licensed  premises,  and 
the  licence-holder  shall  not  permit  any  such  liquor  to  be  brought  upon  the  premises. 

(4)  All  liquor  left  in  any  glass  or  bottle  on  licensed  premises  by  any  person  to  whom  it  has 
has  been  served  shall  be  destroyed  forthwith. 

(5)  No  person  shall  consume,  nor  shall  the  licensee  permit  any  person  to  consume,  any  liquor 
in  any  lavatory  or  toilet  which  forms  part  of  the  licensed  premises. 

Treating  and  Extension  of  Credit 

21.  (1)  No  licensee  shall  give  or  furnish  free  liquor  to  customers  within  the  licensed  premises 
through  the  custom  commonly  known  as  “  treating.” 

(2)  No  licensee  shall  sell  or  otherwise  supply  any  liquor  on  credit  to  customers,  and  no  such 
licensee  nor  his  employee  shall  give,  lend,  or  otherwise  advance  any  money  to  customers  for 
the  purchase  of  liquor  from  the  licensee,  but  this  subregulation  shall  not  apply  to  billing  privileges 
extended  by  hotels,  clubs,  resorts,  and  military  messes  to  registered  and  bona  fide  guests  or  members. 

Conduct  of  Persons  on  Licensed  Premises 

22.  (1)  No  licensee  shall  be  disorderly,  boisterous,  or  intoxicated  on  the  licensed  premises  or 
on  any  public  premises  adjacent  thereto  which  are  under  his  control,  nor  shall  he  permit  any  dis¬ 
orderly,  boisterous,  or  intoxicated  person  to  be  thereon,  nor  shall  he  use  or  allow  the  use  of  profane 
or  vulgar  language  thereon. 

(2)  No  licensee  shall  permit  any  game  or  sport  on  the  licensed  premises. 

Music 

23.  Music,  radio,  and  television  shall  be  permissible  in  all  licensed  premises,  under  such  circum¬ 
stances  as  the  Board  from  time  to  time  approves. 

Foodstuffs  in  Licensed  Premises 

24.  (1)  Every  public  house  and  lounge  shall  make  available  for  its  customers  such  foodstuffs, 
including  wrapped  sandwiches,  peanuts,  potato  chips,  cheese  straws,  or  pretzels,  and  soft  drinks,  fruit 
and  vegetable  juices,  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  approve,  for  which  a  reasonable  charge 
may  be  made. 

(2)  All  such  foodstuffs,  soft  drinks,  and  juices  shall  be  edible  and  fresh  at  all  times. 

(3)  Every  licensee  may  permit  installation  of  cigarette  vending-machines  in  his  licensed  premises, 
but  no  other  vending-machines  shall  be  permitted. 

(4)  A  cigarette  vending-machine  shall  not  be  installed  in  a  public  house  which  is  divided  into 
separate  sections  for  men  and  women  unless  such  a  machine  is  installed  in  both  sections. 

Inspection 

25.  (1)  Every  licensee  shall  at  all  times,  upon  ihe  request  of  any  Inspector  or  constable,  or  of 
any  person  designated  by  the  Board,  admit  the  Inspector  or  constable  or  person  to  all  parts  of  the 
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licensed  premises  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  same  and  of  making  search  thereof  for  the 
detection  of  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  or  the  regulations. 

(2)  No  licensee  shall  be  required  to  make  any  structural  alterations  in  his  premises  unless 
ordered  so  to  do  in  writing  by  the  Board. 

VI.  REGULATIONS  APPLICABLE  TO  DINING-LOUNGES 

26.  (1)  In  every  dining-lounge: — 

(а)  The  tables  shall  be  covered  with  tablecloths  or  other  equivalent  suitable  covering  or 
surfacing: 

(б)  An  adequate  supply  of  flat-ware,  china,  and  other  table  service  shall  be  available  and 
used;  and 

O)  Meals,  for  which  adequate  menus  shall  be  provided,  shall  be  served  at  regular  breakfast 
or  luncheon  or  dinner  or  supper  hours;  but  where  the  establishment  is  classified  as 
a  hotel  and  has  no  other  dining-room,  meals,  for  which  adequate  menus  shall  be 
provided,  shall  be  served  at  regular  breakfast,  luncheon,  and  dinner  hours. 

(2)  In  a  dining-lounge,  liquor  shall  be  served  only  to  a  person  having  a  meal  therein  while 
seated  at  a  table. 

(3)  Where  facilities  for  dancing  are  provided  in  a  dining-lounge,  the  dance-floor  shall  occupy 
not  less  than  one-fifth  of  the  total  floor-space  thereof,  and  the  number  of  chairs,  stools,  and  seats 
which  may  be  provided  shall  be  calculated  with  respect  to  that  portion  of  the  dining-lounge  not 
occupied  by  the  dance-floor. 

VII.  REGULATIONS  APPLICABLE  TO  DINING-ROOMS 

27.  (1)  In  every  dining-room: — 

(а)  The  tables  shall  be  covered  with  tablecloths  or  other  equivalent  suitable  covering  or 
surfacing: 

(б)  An  adequate  supply  of  flat-ware,  china,  and  other  table  service  shall  be  available  and 
used;  and 

(c)  Meals,  for  which  adequate  menus  shall  be  provided,  shall  be  served  at  regular  breakfast, 
luncheon,  and  dinner  hours. 

(2)  In  a  dining-room,  malt  liquor  or  wine  shall  be  served  only  to  a  person  having  a  meal  therein 
while  seated  at  a  table. 

VIII.  REGULATIONS  APPLICABLE  TO  LOUNGES 

28.  (1)  In  every  lounge  there  shall  be: — 

(a)  A  service-bar  with  stools  or  seats  for  the  persons  using  the  lounge;  and 

( b )  An  area  equipped  with  an  adequate  number  of  chairs  and  tables,  having  regard  to  the 
dispensing  facilities  of  the  lounge. 

(2)  All  liquor  sold  in  the  lounge  shall  be  dispensed  at  the  bar  in  such  a  manner  that  it  may  be 
viewed  by  the  persons  using  the  lounge. 

(3)  In  a  lounge  there  shall  not  be  any  box,  stall,  or  any  partition  or  obstruction  which  prevents 
a  full  view  of  the  entire  room  by  any  person  therein. 

IX.  REGULATIONS  APPLICABLE  TO  RAILWAY-CARS  AND  STEAMSHIPS 

29.  Liquor  may  be  sold  upon  a  railway-car  or  steamship  in  respect  of  which  a  licence  is  issued 
only  while  the  railway-car  or  steamship  is  in  transit  on  a  trip  the  main  purpose  of  which  is  the 
transporting  of  passengers  from  one  point  to  another  point. 

X.  REGULATIONS  APPLICABLE  TO  CLUBS 

30.  (1)  The  constitution,  by-laws,  or  house  rules  shall  provide,  among  other  things: — 

(а)  That  members  shall  be  admitted  only  on  written  application,  and  only  after  investi¬ 
gation: 

(б)  That  every  admission  of  a  member  be  recorded  in  the  official  minutes  of  a  regular 
meeting: 

(c)  Standards  of  eligibility  for  members; 

(d)  Limitation  on  the  number  of  members  consistent  with  the  nature  of  the  club: 

(e)  The  period  for  which  dues  shall  be  paid  and  the  date  upon  which  such  period  shall 
expire: 

(/)  Reasonable  regulations  for  the  suspension  and  expulsion  of  members  for  non-payment 
of  dues. 

(2)  Every  club  shall  keep  and  maintain  on  the  premises  a  complete  roster  giving  the  names 
and  addresses  of  all  its  members. 

(3)  Every  club  shall  keep  and  maintain  on  the  premises  a  complete  register  of  guests  admitted 
to  or  upon  the  club  premises  which  shall  disclose  a  complete  list  of  the  names,  the  name  of  the 
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member  responsible  for  the  guest,  and  the  address  of  each  guest  admitted  at  any  time  into  the  club 
premises. 

(4)  Every  club  shall  file  with  the  Board  a  complete  list  of  its  officers  showing  the  name,  address, 
and  occupation  of  each  officer.  When  any  change  occurs  in  its  officers  by  reason  of  election  or  other¬ 
wise,  the  club  shall  immediately  file  with  the  Board  a  revised  list  of  officers. 

31.  (1)  No  licence  shall  be  granted  to  a  veterans’  club  unless  the  club  was  in  existence  and 
operating  continuously  as  a  club  with  an  active  membership  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  eighteen 
months  immediately  prior  to  the  date  of  its  application  for  a  licence. 

(2)  A  veterans’  club  holding  a  licence  to  sell  liquor  at  retail  may  issue  to  the  wife  or  husband 
of  a  member  a  courtesy  card,  which  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof,  when  accompanied  by  his  or  her 
wife  or  husband,  to  purchase  or  consume  liquor  by  the  glass  in  a  licensed  premise  operated  by  the 
veterans’  club. 

(3)  A  member  in  good  standing  of  a  veterans’  club  licensed  under  the  Act  shall  be  entitled, 
upon  producing  evidence  of  such  membership  and  signing  the  visitors’  register  as  provided  in  the  Act 
but  subject  to  the  by-laws  of  the  club  he  is  visiting,  to  enter  licensed  premises  operated  by  any  other 
veterans’  club  and  to  purchase  or  consume  liquor  by  the  glass  in  such  licensed  premises.

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XIV.  DELIVERY 

Delivery  of  Malt  Liquor 

36.  The  following  provisions  shall  apply  in  respect  of  the  delivery  of  malt  liquor  within  the 
Province  by  brewers,  the  conveyance  or  carrying  of  malt  liquor  within  the  Province,  the  making  of 
returns  by  brewers  of  their  sales  of  malt  liquor,  and  for  the  checking  of  the  accuracy  of  any  such 
returns: — 

(а)  In  this  regulation  “  barrel  ”  shall  include  keg;  and  “  Inspector  ”  shall  mean  any  Inspector 
appointed  under  the  “Government  Liquor  Act,  1953.” 

(б)  No  malt  liquor  shall  be  delivered  or  be  conveyed  or  carried  from  a  brewery,  brewery  agency, 
or  warehouse  otherwise  than  by  a  common  carrier  by  railway  or  water,  unless  a  serially  numbered 
delivery  slip  thereof  on  a  form  obtained  from  the  Board,  in  Form  A  in  the  schedule  to  this  regulation, 
is  first  made  out  in  quadruplicate,  the  four  parts  thereof  to  be  numbered  (in  addition  to  the  serial 
number)  and  to  be  known  respectively  as  Delivery  Slip  No.  1,  No.  2,  No.  3,  and  No.  4;  nor  unless 
the  Delivery  Slips  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3  have  been  handed  to  and  are  in  the  possession  of  the  person  in 
charge  of  the  vehicle  by  which  the  malt  liquor  is  conveyed  or  carried. 

(c)  Delivery  Slip  No.  4  shall  in  every  case  be  retained  in  the  brewery,  brewery  agency,  or  ware¬ 
house  from  which  the  malt  liquor  is  delivered  or  conveyed  or  carried;  and  every  person  in  charge  of 
the  brewery,  brewery  agency,  or  warehouse  shall  from  time  to  time,  on  request  of  any  Inspector  or 
constable,  or  any  officer  designated  by  the  Board,  produce  for  inspection  all  delivery  slips  so  retained. 

(</)  Every  person  in  charge  of  a  vehicle  by  which  malt  liquor  is  delivered  or  conveyed  or  carried 
from  a  brewery,  brewery  agency,  or  warehouse  shall: — 

(i)  On  request  of  any  Inspector  or  constable,  or  any  officer  designated  by  the  Board,  pro¬ 
duce  for  inspection  the  Delivery  Slips  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3  herein  prescribed  in  respect  of 
that  malt  liquor: 

(ii)  On  delivery  of  the  malt  liquor  to  the  consignee  thereof,  hand  to  the  consignee  Delivery 
Slip  No.  2,  and  obtain  the  signature  of  the  consignee  to  Delivery  Slips  Nos.  1  and  3; 

(iii)  On  so  obtaining  the  signature  of  the  consignee,  forward  Delivery  Slips  Nos.  1  and  3  to 
the  person  in  charge  of  the  brewery,  brewery  agency,  or  warehouse  from  which  the 
malt  liquor  is  delivered: 

Provided  that  where  the  malt  liquor  is  delivered  or  transferred  from  the  vehicle  to  a  common 
carrier  by  railway  or  water  instead  of  to  the  consignee,  or  where  for  any  reason  the  signature  of  the 
consignee  cannot  be  obtained,  a  memorandum  of  the  facts  shall  be  made  on  the  face  of  the  Delivery 
Slip  No.  1,  which  shall  be  returned  to  the  person  in  charge  of  the  brewery,  brewery  agency,  or  ware¬ 
house,  and  forwarded  to  the  Board  pursuant  to  clause  (/)  of  this  regulation. 

(e)  Where  the  consignee  who  receives  any  Delivery  Slip  No.  2,  in  respect  of  malt  liquor  delivered 
to  him,  is  the  agent  or  employee  of  the  brewery  from  which  the  malt  liquor  is  delivered,  he  shall 
retain  the  delivery  slip,  and  on  request  of  any  Inspector  or  constable,  or  any  officer  designated  by 
the  Board,  shall  from  time  to  time  produce  for  inspection  all  delivery  slips  so  received. 

(/)  Every  person  in  charge  of  a  brewery,  brewery  agency,  or  warehouse  from  which  any  delivery 
or  shipment  of  malt  liquor  is  made  during  any  week  shall  on  the  Monday  forenoon  next  following 
forward  to  the  Board  the  Delivery  Slips  No.  1  corresponding  to  all  deliveries  or  shipments  so  made, 
having  thereon  in  each  case  the  signature  of  the  consignee  or  the  memorandum  of  facts  herein  pre¬ 
scribed,  and  accompanied  by  a  return  in  Form  B  in  the  schedule  to  this  regulation  stating  the  total 
quantity  of  malt  liquor  sold  during  the  last  preceding  week,  and  that  the  delivery  slips  so  forwarded 
contain  a  full  and  true  statement  of  all  deliveries  or  shipments  of  malt  liquor  from  the  premises  of 
the  brewery,  brewery  agency,  or  warehouse  during  the  last  preceding  week,  except  only  such  other 
deliveries  or  shipments  as  are  set  out  in  the  return,  and  setting  out  in  detail  all  deliveries  or  shipments 
of  malt  liquor  from  the  brewery,  brewery  agency,  or  warehouse  made  during  the  last  preceding  week 
other  than  those  covered  by  the  delivery  slips  forwarded  with  the  return. 

(g)  No  person  shall  use  any  vehicle  for  the  purpose  of  delivering,  conveying,  or  carrying  malt 
liquor  from  a  brewery,  brewery  agency,  or  warehouse  unless  the  vehicle  is  so  constructed  as  to  permit 
a  clear  view  of  the  contents  of  the  vehicle  from  each  side  and  from  the  rear  of  the  vehicle. 

( h )  No  delivery  or  removal  of  malt  liquor  shall  be  made  from  the  premises  of  any  brewery, 
brewery  agency,  or  warehouse:  — 

(i)  At  any  time  before  seven  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  or  after  seven  o’clock  in  the  afternoon 
of  any  day: 

(ii)  On  any  Sunday,  Good  Friday,  or  Christmas  Day: 

(iii)  During  the  time  the  poll  is  open  on  any  day  on  which  polling  takes  place  at  any  Federal 
or  Provincial  election  held  in  the  electoral  district  in  which  the  brewery,  brewery 
agency,  or  warehouse  is  situate: 

(iv)  During  the  time  the  poll  is  open  on  any  day  on  which  polling  takes  place  at  any 
municipal  election  held  in  the  municipality  in  which  the  brewery,  brewery  agency,  or 
warehouse  is  situate: 

(v)  During  such  other  periods  and  on  such  other  days  as  the  Board  may  in  writing  direct. 
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(i)  No  barrel  containing  draught  beer  shall  be  shipped  or  removed  from  a  brewery  unless  the 
barrel  is  first  sealed  by  firmly  affixing  a  serially  numbered  shipping  seal  obtained  from  the  Board, 
in  Form  C  in  the  schedule  to  this  regulation,  over  the  spigot-hole  or  tapping  bushing  at  the  head  of 
the  barrel.  Before  any  shipping  seal  is  so  affixed,  the  person  in  charge  of  the  brewery  shall  cause  it 
to  be  perforated  with  letters  and  figures  of  at  least  one-quarter  of  an  inch  in  height  so  as  to  indicate 
the  initials  of  the  person  or  corporation  operating  the  brewery,  and  the  date  on  which  the  barrel  is 
shipped  or  removed  from  the  brewery. 

O')  Every  person  incharge  of  a  brewery  shall  keep  true  registers  of  all  shipping  seals  obtained 
from  the  Board  and  of  all  shipping  seals  used  pursuant  to  this  regulation,  which  registers  shall  be 
in  Form  D  and  Form  E  in  the  schedule  to  this  regulation  respectively.  In  case  any  shipping  seals  in 
the  possession  of  a  brewer  become  damaged  or  defaced  or  otherwise  unfit  for  use,  a  memorandum 
of  the  facts  shall  be  entered  in  the  register  Form  E,  and  the  seals  shall  be  retained  for  disposition 
by  an  Inspector. 

(k)  In  addition  to  the  returns  which  brewers  are  required  to  make  under  clause  6  of  this  regula¬ 
tion,  every  brewer  licensed  by  the  Government  of  Canada  who  manufactures  malt  liquor  within  the 
Province  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month,  forward  to  the  Board  a  true  copy  of  every  excise-tax 
return  filed  by  him  during  the  last  preceding  month  pursuant  to  the  “  Excise  Tax  Act  ”  of  Canada, 
and  of  every  supplementary  or  amending  excise-tax  return  so  filed,  in  Form  F  in  the  schedule  to  this 
regulation. 

CO  Every  person  in  charge  of  a  brewery,  brewery  agency,  or  warehouse  shall  from  time  to  time, 
on  request  of  any  Inspector  or  constable,  or  any  officer  designated  by  the  Board,  admit  the  Inspector,

MUNICIPAL  BY-LAWS

By-law  No.  510 


A  By-law  for  the  Widening  of  Chemainus  River 
Road,  a  Public  Highway  within  the  Munici¬ 
pality  of  North  Cowichan,  and  for  Such  Pur¬ 
pose  to  Expropriate  Real  Property  of  Part  of 
Section  Fifteen  (15),  Range  Four  (4),  Che¬ 
mainus  District. 

THE  Municipal  Council  of  The  Corporation  of 
the  District  of  North  Cowichan  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  widening  Chemainus  River 
Road,  the  parcels  of  real  property  adjacent  thereto 
as  shown  outlined  in  red  on  a  plan  made  by
